1. An extensive search of the files and indices of the 
Directorate of Operations surfaced the following information.

2. Nikolaus Berger . EGMA-69336 dated September 1956 was 

surfaced concerning Berger. This document contained no 
information regarding his activities between 1933 and 1945 which 
would indicate membership in the Nazi Party, SS, Waffen SS, or 
quisling governments established under German occupation, and no 
information concerning immigration to the United States or 
naturalization. (S) 



3. Jakob Habich £* J 3 According to CSDB-29369 

<^ated 22 December 1954, Habich served with the German SS 
Division Vicking, from July 1943 until May 1945. There was no 
, ^-injformation, surfaced concerning immigration to the United States 
^"^•Sf^TTUturi'l i zaTiion of Habich. (S) 



4. Josef Hausner . According to a Headquarters Detachment, 
2677th Regt. OSS (Prov) document dated 23 February 1945, one 
Josef Hausner, who may or may not be identifiable with the 
Hausner of reference, was an SS officer who visited Italy with 
Hitler’s entourage. There was no information surfaced 
concerning immigration to' the United States or naturalization of 
Hausner. (S) 
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5. The files of this Directorate contain no identifiable 
information on Ewald Bauer, Joseph Bischoff, Herbert Bruckner 
aka Herbert Brueckner, Richard Hartmann, Otto Hartung, Emil 
Hentschel, Willi Herrmann or Anton Hofmann. There was no record 
of Werner Behn, Martin Bohn, Jakob Denzinger, Walter Dettling, 
Anton Dunkel, Anton Hahner, Johann Hahner, Ferdinand Hammer, 
Franz Henkes, Simon Hermann, Josef Hiller, Johann Hoeck, Anton 
Horbol, Josef Hornitschek or Stefan Horwat. There Was no 
evidence of activities between 1933 and 1945 which would 
indicate membership in the Nazi Party, SS, Waffen SS, or 
guisling governments established under German occupation, and no 
information concerning immigration to the United States or 
naturalization of the individuals listed in paragraph five. (U) 

6. According to information provided to this Directorate by 
DDA/IPD dated February 1986, there is no indication that any of 
the individuals listed in reference have ever been the subject 
of an FOIA/PA request. (U) 
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
